2. Night flights by Jet planes without navigational lights ware observed in favorable 
weather only. The average number of planes employed was ten. At the same time 
there were two biplanes with navigational lights in the air.* 
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3. During the night flights, five or six searchlights were in operation near the 
field, and limits installed on poles along the Grossenhain-Cottbus railroad line 
were turned on„ Small violet lamps on the ground were lighted along the eastern 
edge of the field and on a section of the main runway.
